To found the Ettrick herd, and bring it quickly to the 
desired number, twenty beautiful females were selected 
in Scotland in 1959. They represented the tap families at 
Calrossie, Tradlin, Uppermill, Glastullich, Chapelton and 
Bapton. In addition, outstanding females were purchased 
in Canada from Louada, Scotsdale and Sandoon. 


For their first herd sire, Ettrick purchased the great 
1958 Royal Winter Fair Supreme Champion, Scotsdale 
Marshal for $10,000. To follow on his daughters, last year 
they bought, at private treaty, Louada Blockbuster, power- 
ful full brother to Louada Bonaparte. 


The Ettrick herd, owned by Norman D. Hogg, 
Uxbridge, was founded with a definite plan. To 
concentrate on quality it was decided to have a 
herd of from 30 to 35 brood cows. The program 
called for investing in the finest females avail- 
able in North America and Scotland, then as 
they had daughters, keeping the daughters and 
selling the original foundation cows. 


The obvious advantages are that the heifers 
retained for the herd will be by Ettrick herd 
sires, giving a uniformity of type and breeding.

TRAIN AND PLANE INFORMATION 


By air ... Chicago to Toronto 


Trans-Canada Airlines has about eight flights a day — each way 
— between Chicago and Toronto. These leave both Midway and 
O’Hare, but it will be much more convenient for those attending 
the Northwood sale to leave from O’Hare.
